THE RAYS OF LIGHT STILL SHINE. 


| Last week we only touched | 
on the article of Mr. Wheatlake | 
in the Chicago paper, and we 
now continue as we can make 
his article beneficial to our needs 
in sending forth the beautiful 
light of Pentecost. Remember 
his article is entitled, ‘‘Is the 


Modern ‘Tongues Movement 
Scriptural??? | 
“Let us take the Bible 


plummet,’’ says Mr. Wheatlake, 
‘and drop it down into the 
midst of this new movement 
with its mode of action and see 
how it compares with Bible regu- 
lations. The principle rules 
governing the gift of tongues are 


recorded in the twelfth and 
fourteenth chapters of First 
Corinthians. We learn from 


these rules that they who have 
the gift of tongues must not 
speak in a public congregation 
without an _ interpreter. The 
following is the rule: ‘But if 
there be no interpreter let him 
keep silence in the church; and 
let him speak to himself and to 
God.’ Speaking out loud ina 
public congregation is not keep- 
ing silence, neither is it talking 
to one’s self in the way indicated 
in the rule. The Holy Ghost 
who inspired these words will 
never lead any one, not evena 
bishop, to ignore them and _ pro- 
ceed to address a congregation 
in an unknown tongue without 
an interpreter. The Spirit and 
the Word agree. In His leadings 
He will not at any time direct 
one contrary to tie Word He has 
inspired. To do so would be to 
wreck the confidence of the intel- 
ligent universe as to His ability 
to preside over the Ohurch of 
God. Who of us who desire to 
honor Him in His holy office 
among men would for a moment 
believe Him to be such a whim- 
sical being after making such 
an unqualified requirement? 
They pay no attention to this 
rule.” 


Hold steady now a little while 
Mr. Wheatlake, and let some 
body else have a part in this 
thing. Some other people may 
know some things as well as you. 
Of course you did not think any 
body would take you up, but we 
have caught you in your trick, 
or ignorance one, and it hardly 
seems you can escape on igno- 
rance in this time of the outpour- 
ing of the Holy Ghost when the 
beautiful light of God is shining 
so brilliantly on the sacred pages 
to reveal the truth to every 
honest seeker that will obey it 
when they find it. ‘“‘If any man 
will do his will, he shall know of 
the doctrine.” (John 7: 17.) 

This gentleman reminds me of 
king Saul and his soldiers when 


they were going through the wood 
where the honey was so thick 
and Saul had commanded that 
his men should not eat any food 
that day. But Jonathan, his son, 
did not hear the charge and _ he 
took up some honey and ate it 
‘‘and his eyes were enlightened.” 
But all the balance of the army 
went through that good honey 
and failed to get their eyes en- 
lightened because Saul had for- 
hidden them to eat. Hereis the 
good honey of the Holy Ghost al! 
around this gentleman and still 
his eyes are not enlightened. 
Probably some of his superiors 
have charged him to stay away 
from the ‘‘tongues’’ people, as 
he calls them, and their doctrine, 
or probably he is the Saul that 
is uttering the charge. 

Whether it is ignorance or dis- 
honesty, I wish to say this of him 
very kindly and with much pity, 
He is uttering some very mis- 
leading language, and it must 
not be passed without some cor- 
rections, It would be no light 
thing if Mr. Wheatlake should 
suddenly awake and find him 
self in the company described by 
Jude, ‘‘But these speak evil of 
those things which they know 
not: but what they know natur- 
ally, as brute be.usts, in thos 
things they corrupt themselves” 
Jude 10 ); or in the crowd de- 
scribed by Paul at 1 Tim. 6:3-5: 
or in that described by Jesus at 
Matt 28: 18; ‘‘For ye neither go 
in yourselves, neither suffer ye 
them that are entering to go in.” 

There isone thing he has said 
that we are delighted to do, and 
we kindly invite him to do the 
same thing without prejudice or 
dishonesty. He said, **Let us 
take the Bible plummet and dro} 
it down into the midst of this 
new movement.’’ Indeed we 
love to have the Bible inour midst. 
In fact itis the Bible that led 
us into the experience that has 
aroused Mr. Wheatlake to take 
up arms against us. We are 
never afraid to have the plum- 
line fall down by our side for we 
are as anxious to be right as any 
one could be to have us right. 
We are determined to be svme- 
thing and do something for God 
and His great Church, and we 
know that no one is prepared to 
handle the Word of God and 
teach or preach unless they are 
baptized with the Holy Ghost 
evidenced by speaking in other 
tongues as the Spirit gives utter- 
ance. Acts 2:4. 

Yes, brother, we acknowledge 
that there are certain rules given 
in the twelfth and fourteenth 
chapters of First Corinthians that 
apply to the gift of tongues, but 





you are continually confusing 
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the gift of tongues with the other 
tongues as the Spirit gives utter- 
ance. You do not seem to un- 
derstand that there are the 
tongues and the gift of tongues, 
also. Yes, itis true there are 
provisions made for interpreting 


ithe gift of tongues, but mind 


you, Paul did not set down on 
the gift even as close as you seem 
to be trying to do, for Paul said, 
‘*Wherefore let him that speak- 
eth in an unknown tongue pray 
that he may interpret.’? This 
shows clearly that Paul did not 
mean for them to stop talking in 
tongues just because they could 
not interpret, but let the talking 
in tongues continue and pray 
that the interpretation may be 
viven. 

Now please notice that the 
honorable gentleman says that 


those who have the gift of 
tongues must not speak ina 


publie congregation without an 
interpreter. Although he does 
not say so, we suppose he means 
that no one is allowed to speak 
in other tongues in a public con- 
gregation without an interpreter. 
I am compelled to controvert his 
statement, because Paul makes 
no such statement in the four- 
teenth chapter of First Oorinth- 
ians nor the twelfth either. 
But Paul does say, ‘‘Wherefore, 
brethren, covet to prophesy, and 


forbid not to speak with 
tongues.”” Orin other’ words, 


do not keep people from talking 
in tongues. 

But we must not pass by his 
statement above without giving 


it a stronger rebuttal, He said 
that talking in tongues was 


prohibited ina public conzrega- 
tion by his “regulations.” 1 
said, there was no such state- 
mentin the Bible. After his 
statement he gives his authority 
und quotes from Paul thus: 
‘*But if there be no interpreter, 
kt him keep silence in the 
church; and let him speak to 
himself and to God.’’? This is a 
correct quotation, but please 
notice itdoes not prove his state- 
iment, for he is talking about 
compelling people to refrain from 
talking in tongues ina ‘‘public 
congregation”? without an inter- 
preter, and Paul is only showing 
that they should not talk in 
tongues in ‘the Church’’ without 
an interpreter, and in this Paul 
refers strictly to the gift of 
tongues besides. 


These statements spring an- 
other question that we must not 
pass without further notice. He 
says, “public congregation,” 
Paul says, ‘‘The Church.’ He 
says, ‘Speaking out loud ina 
public congregation is not keep- 
ing silence.’’ We all admit this 
of course, but1l contend that 
Paul did not say for us to keep 
silence in a public congregation. 
Paul said that when a _ person 
has the gift of tongues and there 
is no interpreter, ‘‘let him keep 
silence in the church.’’? It is in 
the Ohurch that Paul *tregulates’’ 
the gift of tongues and not ina 
public congregation. 





I wish to say now that it is 


evident that Mr. Wheatlake is 
confusing the public con rega- 
tion with the Church here in « 
similar way to which he is con- 
fusing the gift of t -ngues wit. 
speaking with other tongues as 
thespir.t gives utterance In this 
also he is either exposing his 
ignorance or heis wilfully de- 
ceptive for advantage, thinkinz 
that no one will catch him in his 
sophistry and chi-anery. But 
if he comes in contact very much 
with those who have the Hol. 

Ghost and tries to apply his fa- 
llacious reasoning he will find 
that other people know some. 
thing as well as himself. Ot 
course we are accounted as weak 
minded people by his class, but 
we have the Holy Ghost and He 
does not; and besides this we are 
living in such close touch with 
God that we can say with Paul, 
‘*For God hath not given us the 
spirit of fear; but of power, and 
of love, and of a sound mind,” 
(2 Tim. 1:7.) ‘*Therefore”’ we are 
not “ashamed of the testimony 
of our Lord.”’ 
To brand Mr.W. as above— 
charging him with deception or 
ignorance, may seem rather 
strong, but Paul gives instrue- 
tions to stop the mouths of some 
people, and for us to fail at such 
a time as this would appear to 
be weakness or disobedience on 
our part. In reference to this 
matter Paul says, ‘‘For there are 
inany unruly and vain talkers 
and deceivers,. . whose mouths 
must be stopped, who subvert 
whole houses, teaching things 
which they ought not, ... where- 
fore rebuke them — sharply.” 
(Titus 1: 10-138.) Paul further 
states that the ‘‘mind and c>n- 
scieuce’’ of such people ‘is de- 
filed. They prefess that they 
knowGod ; but in works tiiey deny 
him, being abominable and is 

obedient, a d unto every goo 

work reprobate.” (Titus 1:15 
16.) 

Iam sure that all will agr. 
with me, thata man tiat dos 
not know the dilference 
tween a “public ¢ ngregation’ 
and the ins:itution founced by 
Jesus Christ known as ‘‘The 
Church of tod’ in Scriptures, 
needs his mouth stopped and 
some instructions besides. But 
I ean hardly console myself with 
the idea of its being ignorance on 
his part. To me it has more of 
the appearance of wilful decep- 
tion to prevent his people from 
associating with us or coming to 
our meetings. 

I wish to add here that to con- 
fuse the sacred Ohurch of God 
with a “public congregation’’ 
and make it appear to his read- 
ers that the chureh instituted by 
our Lord was nothing more than 
a “public congregation’’ is too 
fallacious to be passed by asa 
matter of ignorance on the part 
of a man of intelligence capable 
of appearing before the public 
as an example or an ambassador 
of Christ. It would not seem 


half so serious ifit could be 
passed off as ignorance. 


There had been numberless 


bo - 


fore Jesus ever said, ‘‘And upon 


this rock I will build my 
church,”? and this gentleman 
knows this very well. And 


there are still ‘“‘public congrega- 
tions,’ but the Lord’s (hurch— 
the one He -aid He would build, 
is of sacred origin and a sacred 
institution not to be confused 
wth a ‘public congregation.” 
And it is in this Church where 
Paul said the gift of tongues 
should not be exercised without 
there was an interpreter present. 
It was the very place where Paul 
said, ‘‘Let your women keep 
silence.”’ (1 Cor.14: 384.) 
Contrast this view with the 
public gathering on the day of 
Pentecost where the women had 
a part in it, and talked in 
tongues the same as the men, 
and Mary the mother of Jesus 
was among the number. Yes 
Brothe: W., ‘‘The Spirit and the 
Word agree.’? You have made 
a true statement, and this is an- 
other evidence to me that you 
do not take the platform as an 
ignoramus. Yes, they agree, 
but I see that you are out of 
joint, both with the Spirit and 
Word too, for you do not agree 
with either. Your next state- 
nent is a good one too, for you 
say, “‘In His leadings He will 
not at any time direct one con- 
trary to the Word He has in- 
spired.”? But you are proving 
that you are not being led by 
the Spirit, so this places you in 
a precarious condition, if not in 
one of even a more serious 
nature. 

The gentleman declares that 
we pay no attention to the rule 
given in the fourteenth chapter 
of First Corinthians, but in ths 
he is much mistaken. In fact, 
aus this rule only applies to the 

hurch of Gol we are the only 
peo le th.t can consistently 
apply it. An. tiis we do, but 
we snoW tue uillerence between 
the gift of tongues and the 
tongues as tie spirit gives ut- 
terance. We also know the dif- 
fcrence between a ‘public con- 
4regation’’ and the sacred in- 
stitution which the rule 
applies. 

liallelujah! The flag of victory 
is still waving in the beautiful 
Pentecostal breeze, and is at the 
top of the mast. Hold steady 
now, beloved, and let us be 
something, and do something for 
God and His great Church while 
the rays of light still shine. 
Hallelujah! Hallelujah!

_ 80 popular, or soloved or allowed 


as today, therefore has a fuller 
sway, and nothing short of the 
power of God can save from it. 


Men think so little of pride 
and the love of money and all 
the ways of the world, that if 
one is enabledto come out and 
take a stand against it at all, he 
stands as a light among men. 


But God has the power and 
will give it to us. ‘‘Thou shalt 
eall his name Jesus, for he shall 
save his people from their sins.” 
Matt. 1:21. He will not give it 
to the faint hearted and the un- 
believeing, but to those who will 
dare to stand for Him and resist 
evil, and hold up the word of life. 

If we could get this blessing of 
full victory and then put itaside 
and save it for the future day, 
and then spend the remainder 
of our earthly life in carelessness, 
many would doubtless do this, 
but this life of victory that will 
prepare us for a place in the 
eternal Kingdom is a life that 
must be constantly lived by the 
power of victory through Jesus.

Some may get discouraged and 
think they cannot keep the pure 
heart through all the trials 
and tribulations, but the Lord’s 
promise is to keep until the end.
